WITHOUT PARALLEL. 

The Saleroom Correspondent of The 
Times writes in refergnce to this pro- 
posal:—This official announcement. con- 
notes one of the most amazing and stupen- 
dous transactions in the annals of English 
auctions. It has no parallel. Here is 
a collection of books, pictures, drawings, 
furniture and so forth, formed by a well- 
known man of great wealth, catalogued 
and advertised for a sale, extendinz over 
fifteen days, by an eminent firm of London 
auctioneers, suddenly withdrawn, and, in 
effect, on the way to New York for public 
auction sale at the Anderson Galleries in 
that. city. 

Tt cannot be that the London fine art 
trade is unable to bear the financial strain 
of the Leverhulme sales; for both during 
and ever since the Great War far more 
important art sales have been held in 
London without any apparent strain on 
the financial resources of the London 
dealers. During last season the Carnarvon 
and Sargent sales were evidence of this. 

It is of course, no secret that American 
collectors are to-day Europe’s biggest 
customers. for objects of art, just as Eng- 
land was practically the only market in 

he world for such things during the latter 
part of the eighteenth, and for the first 
half of the nineteenth, century. American 
dollars are now the magnet where English 
guineas once ruled. 

The history of English auctions, so far 
as art and literary objects are concerned, 
is fruitful in surprises, but none of them 
is comparable to this one respecting the 
late Lord Leverhulme’s collection. 


A CENTURY AGO. 

The nearest parallel occurred just over a 
century ago. In 1822 Mr. James Christie 
was called in by William Beckford to sell 
the contents of his famous residence at 
Fonthill, Wiltshire. The sale bn the 
premises was fixed for September 17th, 
1822, and nine following days. Two 
editions of the catalogue at a guimea each 
were exhausted, such was William Beck- 
ford’s fame as a connoisseur. i 

Shortly before the time oí the sale a 
wealthy West Indian merchant, a Mr. 
Farquhar, stepped in and bought the 
whole collection en bloc for a price stated 
to be about £330,000. Mr. Farquhar 
apparently soon tired of ‘his purchase, and 
placed it in the hands of Mr. Henry 
Phillips, of New Bond street. He held 
the sale at Fonthill in September and 


October, 1823 (41 days), the total amount- 


ing to £43,869. In the intervals of the 
two sales—the one which did not take 
place, and the other which did—strange 
things happened. Tons of stuff were carted 
down to Fonthill from London, and pro- 
bably elsewhere, deposited there, and in- 
cluded in the sale. 

The Christie catalogue enumerated 115 
pictures—that of Phillips contained 415 
pictures. The Holbeins had increased 
from three to six, the Rubens from. one to 
five, and the Teniers from one to 22. 
There was no secret about the matter, the 
papers were full of details of this affair, 
and we are told that Mr. Phillips “' pro- 
vided every day a good dinner for the 
gentlemen of the Press.”’ 

The Times bore witness to the sensation 
created, and “ the Fonthill fever”’ raged 
for weeks. It was impossible for late 
visitors to procure beds for miles around, 
even at exorbitant prices.

SHANGHAI, Monday. 
Shanghai may again be involved in the 


 guarrels of the rival military leaders in 


China. Hasty war preparations and 
strategic movements of troops in several 
provinces have created a general fear that 
-caVil war is imminent. 

Well-informed circles predict an out- 
break of hostilities in October between 
Marshal Chang Tso Lin, the Mukden 
“War Lord,” and the “ Christian ”' 
General Feng Yu Hsiang, who for some 
months past. have been growling over the 
bone of contention of control of the 
province of Shansi. 

This province, undef the rule of the 
“ Model Governor,’’ Yen Hsi Shan, has 
become one of the most prosperous in the 
Republic, and is a stake worth fighting for. 

It is anticipated also that Marshal Wu 
Pei Fu, who has been temporarily out of 
the picture since his defeat last year, will 
endeavour to turn this conflict to his own 
advantage, and will seize the opportunity 
of his enemies’ pre-occupation elsewhere, 
to enter Honan with the object of regain- 
ing his old headquarters at Honanfu. 

Marshal Chang Tsa Lin has sent his 
ablest commander, General Yang Yu Ting, 
to Nanking with artillery as a counter- 
move to the military activity of General 
Sun Chuan Feng, the Tupan Military 
Commissioner of the Chekiang province. 
The latter is an ardent supporter of 
Marshal Wu Pei Fu, and he is suspected 
of making preparations to occupy Nanking, 
the capital of Kiangsu province. 

This move would also give General Sun 
control of Shanghai, not only because it is 
in the province of Kiangsu, but also 
because all land communications between 
Shanghai and the interior must pass over 
the Shanghai-Nanking Railway. 

The cause of the present manceuvring of 
troops can probably be found in the desire 
of both Marshal Chang and General Feng 
to secure single control of Peking before 
the completion of the Citizens’ Conference 
on October 10. This Conference was con- 
vened shortly after Marshal Tuan Chi 
Jui’s assumption. of the Presidency to 
deal with outstanding problems, and its 
principal task is to determine the future 
form of the administration of the 
Republic. 

Another question that is to come before 
the Conference, incidentally, is the 
prospect of increased Customs’ revenues 
after the Tariff Conference with the Powers 
has been held. This is naturally an addi- 
tional incentive to the ambitions of the 
rivals. 

Marshal Wu’s action will probably be 
independent of the plans of the other two 
contestants, and he will be intent only on 
improving his own position. 

Meanwhile the Chief Executive Marshal 

uan Chi.Jui is striving with might and 
main to avert an outbreak of hostilities. 
A storm at this time would probably drive 
his fair weather bark on to the rocks.

A FIRST SURVEY. 


By a CORRESPONDENT, 

Some seventy years ago Thomas Hare sug- 
gested that a nation should be one constitu- 
ency, and that citizens should be permitted 
to express their choices for as many candi- 
dates as they wished. His purpose was to 
ive more freedom to electors, not to suppress 
ocal representation; indeed, for the purpose 
of nomination, his scheme retained the local 
area. He also contemplated—for his scheme 
was flexible—additional types of con- 
stituencies, professional and other; but the 
elector was to be free to choose from all the 
candidates. _ His proposals were made before 
the passing of the Ballot Act, and when the 
number of electors was small. Every elector 
was to write down, in the order of his choice, 
the names of the candidates whom he sup- 
ported: 

The discipl s of Thomas Hare shrank from 
the idea of a nation-wide poll. They were 
enamoured of the wider freedom of choice, 
but preferred smaller areas. Even Lord 
Courtney, whose letter to Mx, Thomas Sexton 
helped to initiate the “modern move- 
ment for proportional. representation in 
Ireland, contented himself with saying, 
when challeaged, that he would go 
as far. as electing 15 members for 
a self-contained unit such as Glasgow. He 
did not contemplate, so soon, a popular elec- 
tion with 76 candidates. The Irish Free 
State is the first to apply in full the nation- 
wide scheme of Thomas Hare. What have 
been the broad results? 


LOCAL AND NATIONAL 
REPRESENTATION, 

It is clear that local patriotism and 
representation. have. not been destroyed. 
Indeed, paradoxical Qi may seem, the large 
area seems to have call forth in some 
counties a special vote of confidence in the 
candidate whose record was known locally. 
If the election had been fought in single 
member areas, the contests would have been 
more political in character, county patriotism 
might have been blurred or obliterated, some 
local favourite in this or that afea bein 
squeezed out on political issues. Mr. Toal 
(Monaghan, 10,428), Mr. McGuinness (Long- 
ford.

DEMOCRACY ON TRIAL. 

We were all a little alarmed at the size 
of the ballot paper; but to those watching 
the counting of the votes in the City and 
County of Dublin—and it was, doubtless, the 
case elsewhere—it was a pleasure to note the 
care with which the electors had handled 
the paper. The majority had . evidently 
voted from previously prepared lists, and, 
whether the onlooker agreed or not, the list 
was in most cases the elector’s own. ‘The 
act of voting seems at first sight a small 
detail, but, if we definitely decide for repre- 
sentative government and against dictator- 
ship, the method of voting is very important. 
It can be made mechanical, as in America, 
where often a simple tick at the head of a 
long list of party nominations indicates that 
the elector has voted the “ straight ticket.” 
The expression of choices tends to compel an 
elector to think; after several successive 
elections he will be more competent to 
choose.

A GRECO-YUGO-SLAV 
ALLIANCE. 


. The, Times, referfing in a leading article 
tothe messages from Belgrade indicating that 
negotiations for the renewal of the alliance 
between Greece and Yugo-Slavia will be re- 
sumed shortly after the return of e Yugo- 
Slav Foreign Minister, M. Nintchitch, from 
Geneva, and will be conducted through the 
ordina diplomatic channels, observes :— 
The failure of the Greco-Serb negotiations 
last June was due to the uncompromising 
attitude of Belgrade. — It certainly eontri- 
buted to the seiztire of power by General 
Pangalos, a result which the Yugo-Slav Go- 
vernment appeared to deplore, but might well 
have anticipated. The possible isolation of 
Greece has alarmed her soldiers,’ her h- 
ticians and her people, and the Yugo-Slav 
Alliance is recognised as a vital mecessity 
unless’ the Hellenic Government can find 
another Ally.” There has been ‘a marked im- 
provement in Greco-Italian relations of late, 
but against this must be ‘set the rather 
obvious political flirtation between Turk and 
Yugo-Siav at Geneva. 

Our Special Correspondent at Geneva has 
informed us that the veteran, M. Pashitch, 
hsa met the Bulgarian Rremier, Professor 
Tzankoff, in Switzerland, and that extensive 
conciliatory schemes have been discussed by 
the heads of the two Slav States. The suc- 
cessful promotion of a Serbo-Bulgar under- 
standing would crown M. Pashitch’s long 
political career with a splendid final triumphs 
and no South Slav is more fitted to accom- 
lish this arduous feat than the old statesman 
rom the Serb marches, who speaks Serb with 
a Bulgar accent, and in his middle age was 
a political exile in Bulgaria. But though it 
may be unwise to prophesy any such develop- 
ment, it is at least permissible to hope that 
a Greco-Yugo-Slav understanding will so 
stabilise Balkan relations as to assist the 
gradual improvement of the relations between 
each State and Bulgaria, where a wise and 
timely plea for internal peace has been 
eloquently made by the young and courageous 
King Boris. A treco-Yugo-Slav Alliance is 
the first step to Balkan peace, but not the 
last.

BRITAIN AND THE LEAGUE. 


Discussing Britain’s attitude towards the 
League of Nations, the. Daily News says :— 
From various causes this country has been 
reduced at Geneva to playing the part of the 
brake on the wheel, and it is unreasonable to 
blame foreigners for assuming that this is a 
matter of deliberate policy, and that the 
part of the brake on the wheel is the part 
which the Government and people of Great 
Britain desire to play. The exasperating 
feature about this situation is that the 
assumption is, in fact, quite unfounded. 
There has been no change at all on the part 
of the overwhelming majority of the British 
people towards the League. The League it- 
self needs no brake. The most serious criti- 
cism which it has to face from the unreflect- 
ing or the ill-informed is not that it moves 
too fast, but that it is incapable of motion 
at all.

The 
camp is harrassed by night attacks, in which, 
by the use of French mortars and hand 
grenades, numerous casualties are inflicted on 
i the Spaniards, and the whole force gets little 
or no rest. 

Much ammunition is wasted in repelling 
these nicht attacks.

SURPRISE IN PARIS.

Similarly, no steps were taken by Washing- 
ton to prevent the operations of the Ameri- 
can Koscuisco fliers with the Polish Army 
against the Russian  Bolshevists. More 
recently still a large number of American 
citizens volunteered for the campaign against 
Abdel Krim in the Spanish Foreign Legion, 
about 400 or 500 of them coming over directly 
from America tor this purpose without excit- 
ing the State Department's wrath. Moreover, 
the American Moroccan escadrilie does not 
form part of the French Army, but con- 
stitutes a section of the Sultan of Morocco’s 
forces, Colonel Sweeney's official title being 
chief of the Sultan's Aviation Corps. 

On the arrival of the American flyers in 
Morocco, Sultan Moulay Youssef issued the 
following statement ;—‘‘ At the moment when 
the first of the airmen from great and noble 
America are landing on Moroccan soil I 
want to give expression to my deep sense of 
gratitude for this offer to help to defend the’ 
work of civilisation which France has under- 
taken, with the full co-operation of my 
people in the Sheriffian Empire.’’ 

FRENCH PREMIER'S VIEW. 

France’s interpretation of the American 
flyers’ action in offering their services in the 
war against Abdel Krim was expressed: by 
the French Premier, M, Painlevé, at the 
farewell dinner given in their honour before 
they left Paris for the front... No doubt, the 
action of the new. volunteers cannot have the 
same importance as the entry of the United 
States into the world war, said M. Painlevé, 
but it will have a profound effect on the 
world. Western civilisation is in contention 
with the civilisation of Islam; which seeks 
to throw back the advance of our culture. 
We have no thoughts of reven but the 
white man alone can guide this phar net on the 
march of progress, and the defence of this 
cause is entrusted to us.

“Smr,—In the public discussion of these 
economic questions may I suggest that we 
need light, and not heat—cold caloulation, 
and not sentiment’? Blank ignorance as re- 
gards agriculture prevents my expressing any

At 
fhe same time, recriminations against the Go- 
vernment on account of excessive taxation 
are misplaced in this connection, sinee no.

etc. As regards taxation and State expendi- 
ture, I should like to deal very briefly with 
the letter, in to-day’s /rish Times, from Mrs. 
M. Collins-O’Driscoll, whose sincerity and 
intelligent patriotism no one will question 
(even if she may possibly be not specially 
qualified to handle the subject), and with 
whom I agree in one important respect— 
namely, the deprecation of purely destructive 
criticism. That certainly exists amongst us, 
to an exaggerated extent, as in other 
countries, whose peoples have long. Jacked 
political vemponsiittiey. Such : responsibility 
can alone, I think, gradually tone it down. 
Side by side with that national defect there 
exists another equally serious. I refer to 
that intolerance in debate which allows the 
antagonist no credit for any sincerity or 
right motives, and dismisses all his or her 
arguments as those of a knave or a*fool. I 
am afraid that Mrs. Collins-O’Driscoll has, 
in her letter, shown some slight trace of that 
national defect, 

I do not propose to deal now with her 
very courageous defence of our. existing 
scheme of State finance, as I do not think 
the public generally are likely to take any 
keen interest in the subject until the eve of 
the next Budget, unless, of course, in the 
interval some special question, such as the 
floating of a loan, or the settlement of 
accounts with Great Britain, or the issue of 
a Free State currency; crops up. I make 
one exception. Mrs. Collins-O’Driscoll is de- 
ceiving herself when she compares the taxa- 
tion per head of population in the Free State 
with that of countries whose income per head 
of population is incomparably greater, such 
as Australia, New Zealand, Canada, Great

given at £19 per head and in the Free State 
as £7 10s. per head. 
Your correspondent conveniently forgets 
facts known to all except the very ignorant. 
With the exception of the Free State, all the 
other countries named are paying enormous 
sums as interest on debts incurred in the 
Great War, including pensions. to widows, 
disabled soldiers, etc., and very large sums 
for the upkeep of navies and air forces. The 
total annual taxation in Great Britain is 
about £800 millions. Roughly, £400 millions 
of this is interest on War Debt ; £70 millions 
goes to War pensions, and £100 millions 1s 
spent on the Navy and Air Force. Deducting 
these items, for which there are practically 
no corresponding charges in the Free State 
Budget, we get a total of £230 millions to 
meet all other charges. Thus less than £6 
r head would be the. taxation in Great 
ritain had there been no Great War. 
e fact is notorious that, even as matters 
stand, when we do not contribute a cent to 
war expenses and have not a single gun at 
sea, taxation presses more heavily on the 
Free State than on. Great Britain. . 
reason is obvious. Your experienced corre- 
+ mac Mr. Henry P. Kerney, ' considered 
that the taxable capacity of Ureat Britain 
was not less than 45 times that of the Free 
State, and other investigators of standing 
have put the figure at as high as 60. If we 
make it as low as 40, to be on the safe side, 
and assume that the population of Great 
Britain is thirteen times that of the Free 
State, it follows that per head of the populs. 
tion the taxable capacity, of Great Britain 
would be more than three times that of the 
Free State. 
What, then, is the position apart from war 
expenses’ The Free State taxes to the extent 
of over £7 per head of the population, and 
Great.

SERIOUS ATTACK ON PUBLIC 
HEALTH. 


The annual report ef the Metropolitan 
Asylums Board (London) is full of statistical 
information with regard to the patients in 
infectious hospitals. The public are warned 
that complacency in regard to the ete 
of diphtheria in London is/ not justified, 
view of the annual toll of life exacted, se 
say nothing of ne individual distress and 
expense caused, 

it would seem that the striking advance 
which foliowed thé introduction of the anti- 
toxin treatment rap á years ago is coming 
to an end—an end, of course, at an infinitely 
higher level than Mia the work waa begun— 
the lesson being that the public authorities 
must not rest satisfied with the valuable aid 
furnished by anti-toxin, but was assist the 
Board in concerted efforts to cope with a 
disease which, at any rate in Leis on, consti- 
tutes a serious attack upon public health. 
With diphtheria the offensive is increasing in 
greater ratio than the defence. 

The incidence of scarlet fever in London 
remains low, while that of measles was during 
the year, and as always, capricious, The 
report admits no precise knowledge as to 
the extent of the occurrence of measles in 
London, for the sound reason that accom- 
modation other than hospitals of the Board 
meets the first calls, the organisation of the 
Board serving largely as a reserve in the later 
stages of sudden epidemics. The figure, It 
some of these epidemics have been large, 

Eneephalitis eileen, which must be re 
garded as a new disease and as a serious 
epidemic, though sporadic cases have been 
|p for many years, showed a high 
notification rate during the second quarter of 
the year, but subsequently the numbers féil 
uway rapidly. 

The serious significance of this disease :8 
due to the psychological disturbances which 
occur after it, especially among the young; 
children deveioping mental symptoms, point- 
ing to various forms of degeneration or 
criminalty, when the physical trouble is at 
the bottom of their behaviour. 

With regard to small-pox, one sentenc® 
alone may be quoted as showing the position : 

“The past year was the twenty-third since 
the disease last secured a firm hold through- 
out the metropolitan area. In view vf 
London's experience of small-pox in the pre- 
Yious century, so long a period of practical 
freedom from the disease is noteworthy,” 

None the less, practitioners are warned of 
tle necessity of familiarity with the symptoms 
of the disease and alertness to. deal with 
possible occurrences, It is the missed original 
case which leads to the spread.
